The steamship Canada had not arrived off Halifax
at the date of onr last despach from that city. She
s now in her twelfth day out.

The weamship Northern Light arrived at this
port yesterday, from Punta Arenas 5th inst., with
mearly 250,000 in treasure. More than a million
dellars in gold are now op the way here in the
steamer due from Aspinwall. By this arrival we
bave the details of sixteen days later news from
Qalifornia, and later intelligence from Oregon and
Washington Territories, Utah, the Sandwich Islands,
the West Coast of Mexico, and Central America.
Business generally in San Francisco was repre-
sented ad being more depressed than had been
known for many months preceding. The mines,
however, continued to yield a regular supply,
and presl prepurations were being made by
the farmers for sowing an unuossal quantity
of grain during the coming season. The Legislatare
wet al to City on the sth ult, when the
newly cleed Enow Nothing Governor was duly
installed inoflive.

The Indion difficulties do not appear to be
suy npearer a fGinal settlement thasn they
were two months ago, From Oregon we learn that
another battle had taken place with the red skinss
near Fort Walla Walla, which lasted four days, and
resulted in a loss to our soldiers of twenty-three
killed and wounded, and to the Indians of gixty
killed and a larger number wounded. In Washing-
ton Territory the savages continued their depreda
tions upon defenceless whites, by acts of marder,
theft and incendiarism. Both in the northern and
southern portions of California they were equally
beld and merciless. The government troops from
the Atlantic States had arrived in San Francisco,
und were immediately despatched to the locality of
the disturbances, where it is to be haped they will
speedily exterminate these desperate bands of abori-
gines, or drive them into the mountains. From the
Great Salt Lake we have dates to November 25
The settlements were peaceful and prosperons.

From Central America we have files dated at
Granada (Nic.) to Jauuary 29, and SBan Joan to
February 2. Diplomatic relations between the
government of Nicaragua and that of the United
States are supended by official decree, owing to the

treatment which Col. Parker H. French has received
from the Cabinet in Washington, and Col. French
has been recalled. The Walker-Rivas government
basl doly notified Colonel Wheeler, onr Minister, o
this fart, and had also addressed a dignified and
comciliatory manifesto to the governments of
the neighboring republics. General Corral's
latest and most barbarous orders regardiog the
execution and horrible mutilation of strangers
puspected of entertaining filibustero designs, are
contrasted by General Walker's friends with the
moderation and discriminating firmness of his action
gince in power; and it is asked why Mr. Marcy sym-
pathizes s0o much with the former, whilst he will
bold nocommnnion with the latter. Mr. Manning-
scting Vice Consul of the British government at
Realejo, had addressed an official letter to the Minis-
ter of Foreign Helations of Nicaragua, in which he
sympathizes with the provisional government of Ni-
caragua in its endeavor to maintuin quiet amongst
a disorganized population, and bring prosperity to a
people reduced to want by aimless revolutions. He
assures the executive of the good will of the British
Cabinet whilst the affairs of the republic are con-
durted in accordance with the “usages of the laws of
patious.” He also recognives Walker's commisssion
a8 a general, and promises to transmit to 8ir Charl ¥
Wyke, English Consul in Guatemala, a copy of the
Walker-Rivas treaty. Walker's army, one shousand
strong, was in good eondition, and its sanitary state
looked to carefully. Manyjmilitary promotions had ta-
ken place. Families were arriving from both the At-
lantic and Pacific States. Hoa. George H. Campbell,
a native of New Hampshire; Mrs. Mary Rider, late
of Albany, N. ¥,; Charles T. Cutler, editor of Ei
N'earaguernae, and six military men, had died in
Granada. Colone! Wheeler was indisposed. There
s no news from Colonel Kinney's colony. Costa
Rica wus very ruiet, and all fears of a rupture with
Nicaragos had passed wwoy.

By way of San Francisco we have full detalls of
the late diffieulty between the commander and crew
of the American bark Archibald Gracie, Caplein
Zerman, and the Mexican authorities ot La Paz. It
appears that Captain Zerman, when ot Cape San
Lueas, represented himsell as Lord High Admiral of
the Mexican fleet in the Pacifle, and chartered the
park R. Adams, with which vessel he agnin sailed
and, heving capiured a Mexican schooner on ler
voyage, lie wppesred in the harbor of Lo Paz with
thyes eail and eighty men, aud demanded the
saryender of the city, aeclaring the put in a
gtate of blockede. On his auempting o psd
the Calavera fort he was fired on. and sabse
guently his whole party were made prisoners
alter ape man bad beco killed. Owing to official
difficulties  awriging from the fact that some of
the peopie bad sought sbelter on board the R
Adams, under the American flag, the Mexican Go-
verpor of La Paz had ordered the United States Con-
sl tohaul down Lis Nag, which was done.  The nu-
tive« were mnch excited agsin< Americans, In cun-
sequence of their proceedings. We publish the
atatomente on both sides, with the proclamation of
(wnersl Blancirte to the Mexigun citicens of La
Pax.

The steamship Granada, from Havana Sth inst.,
arrived yesterday. There is no news of importance
from Cuba. It was rumored that Captain General
Concha would soon be removed.

In the United States Senate yesterday the action
of the Naval Retiring Board was discussed, the
question beimg the call upon the Board for the re-
cord of their proceedings. Benator Tombe delivered
a speech remarkuble for ita causticity. The Post
Office Committee was directed to inquire into the
expediency of devising a system of money orders
for trapsmission to and from foreign countries.
A proposition was made w0 abolish the hoepital
tax npon seamen, with the view that they may
receive hospital privileges free of charge. In
the House the contest for printer was brought
to a close by the election of Corneliua Wendell.
The black republicans were greatly chagrined
at the result. The stauding committees were
announced. We give them under the appro-
priate head. Of cowse the supporters of the
Speaker and the opponents of the administration
occupy the prominent places. Campbell, of Ohio, is
Chairmwan of the Finance Committee; Washbarn, of
Maine, of Elections; Pennington, of New Jersey, of
Foreign Affuirs; Washbame, of Illinois, of Com-
merce; Grow, of Penneylvania, of Territories; Sim-
mons, of New York, of the Judiciary; Meacham, of
Vermont, of the District of Colambia; Bennett, of
hemestead celebrity, of Pablic Lands; and Giddings,
of Claims. Quitman, democrat, is Chairman on
Military Affaira. Of the Know Nothings, Brown, of
Pennsylvania; Porter, of Missouri; Mace, of Indi-
ana: and Sneed, of Tennessce, are respectively
Chairmen of the Revolutionary Claims, Private
Land Claimes, Post Oftices and Milenge Committees.

A memorial has been forwarded to Congreas and
to the Secretary of the Treasury asking that the go-
vernment employ a suitable steamer to be sent to
aid distrenzed vessela on our const. It is signed by
the members of the Board of Underwriters, and a
large number of our most infiueatial merchants.
When we consider that there are probably one hun.
dred and fifty vessels, many of them freighted with
valoable cargoes, and carrying between two and
three thousand precions lives, now overdue at this
port alone, we cannot doubt that the request of the
petitionere will be granted.

Nothing of special importance took place in the
State Senate yesterday. A bill appropriating $40,-
000, on loan, to establish a State Agricultural Socie-
ty, was possed.  In the Assembly the Committee of
Ways end Means reported a bill reducing the State
tax from one and a gquarter mill to one mill.  Ac-
companying the bill the committee presented an
elaborate report, which we give elsewhere. Asit
embodies the financial policy of the Know Nothing
party in the Legislature it is important. A biil was
also reported antborizing the sale of the New York
Arzenal grounds for o sum vob less than $220,000
the money to be expended in improving ceriain
military establishments of the State. It likewise
provides for the sale of the arsenal at Albany in
certain contingencies.

The Buffilo Irish Aid Convention organized per
manently yesterday by electing Very Rev. Dean
Kirwan, of London, C. W., President. The bosi-
ness committees will probably report to-day. The
organization of aid societies, and the selection of
lands in «Canida aud the United States, for settle-
ment, are the suljects particelurly nnder eonsidera-
tion.

The News from NicaraguseOiplomatic ite-
Intions with Cel. Whesler Broken Off—A
Roland for Mr. Plerce’s Oliver,

The principal feature of interest in the Ni-
caraguan advicer brought by the Northern
Light, is the suspension by the government of
that republic of ofiicial relations with the Hon.
J. H. Wheeler, United Btotes Miaister, and the
revocation of the diplomatic powers of Col.
French, This proceeding way to be expectad
from the course pursucd by Mr, Pierse and his
adviser: towards the Niearaguan envoy, The
weakness which cur Cabinet extibited io depart-
ing from a recoguized principle of interuational
comity, in order 1o carry out certain crotohoty
views in connection with the Central American
question, could not fall to meet with thia wey)
merited rebuff from a governmemt of so de-
cided a character ae that of ProsMeat [res.
¥rom the moment that that goveroment was
fimly established, and had swept away every
trace of opporilion, it became the duty of
Mr. Plerce to give it a frank recognition.
Such a courfe would not only have been con
sistent with the general ueages of nations, but
with the invariable practice of this country,
For objects of his own, however. Mr. Plerce

Wouugkt propur o devisl from established

precedents, and te offer not merely an oficial
slight, but positive outrage, to the Nicars-
guan eavoy, To be consistent, his refusal
to recognize the new government should
bave been followed by the immediate
recall of Colonel Wheeler—the more espe-
eially as the latter, acting under what he con-
sidered a strong sense of duty, had entered
into official communication with it. Instead
of that, Colonel Wheeler was allowed to re-
main in & most painful and anomalous posi-
tion, until, with proper spirit, the N
government did what President Pierce ought
tobave long since done, namely, put an end
to bis functions. Nothing could have served
to place in bolder relief the energy and decision
of the one and the weakness and imbecility of
the other government. The very insignifi-
cance of Nicaragua as a State only renders
the comparicon more striking. Gen. Walker
shows by this masterly move, that-he iz as
ekilful and calenlating as & statesman as heis
daring and enterprising as o soldier. He will
guin more eredit by it in the opinicn of the
world generally, than be could have derived
from any diplomatic sucoess which he hoped to
achieve through his eavoy here.

1t will be recollected that one of the grounds
put forth for the non-recognition of the new
government was the knowledge which our
Cabinet was said to possess of ceriain designs
entertained by Walker against the Indepen-
dence of the other Central American States.
The recent split in the Nicaraguan minisiry,
and the retirement of General Jerez, first ex-
posed the groundless chsracter of these al-
leged projects. Some of the native officials
were, it appears, desirous of carrying out some
such schemes, but Walker, intent on his mis-
gion of reformer and regenerator, opposad
them with all his influence, and the conse-
quence was the resignation of bis functions by
their principal advocate. In another column
will be found & circular from President Rivas,
carrying out to its full extent this wise policy,
and enunciating and proclaiming the principles
of fraternity and harmony with all the other
Central American States. Thus it will be seen
that the o much despised filibuster Wulker ia
one of the most conservative and moderate of
modern statesmen. His ambition so far sesms
to be gratified by the conscientious fulfilment
of bis duties as a citizen towards tke country
of his sdoption.

The description given of the social and
commercial progress of Nicaragua under the
new governmeant, is encouraging. Everwhara
the impetus of Anglo-Saxon energy ismanifesi,
aud! everywhere is ita protection felt. The
trade of the towns is rapidly reviving, agrical-
turists are making vigorous efforts to retrieve
the ruin that revolutiofi a.d war hud brought
upon them, and the population is swelled by
the daily arcival of whole families of immi-
granis from California and the Atlantic States.
This promising condition of things receives
still greater encouragement from the fast that
in Nicaragua life and property are now as se-
cure 88 under our own government. The ac-
counts from the mining regions repreeent
their productions as offering a greater variety
than they were at first supposed to possesa.
Minerals of almost every kind are to be found in
them, in greater or lesser abundance, and even
the diamond is to be frequently met with. If
we are to credit all we read, Nicaragua is not
merely o land of promise, but a land of ples-
sunt realities for all who choose to cast their
lot in her destiny.

AxNOTHER GREAT ADMINISTRATION WaRr.—Mr.
Pierce's administration will go down to pos-
terity as one which waa terribly warlike, First
we had the Koezta war with Austria; next the
Greytown war; next the Kinney war; and now
we find that Mr. Marcy bps plunged us into
war with Nicaragua. Yesterday's steamer
bringes us the intelligence of a decree, issued
by Rivas, suspending diplomatic intercourse
with the United Stater, nnd recalling Parker
H. French. This is a move which we antici-
pated several weeks since, and though the
United States will probably survive the blow,
yet it will hurt our commercinl interests in
Nicaragus, which are daily growing more ex-
tensive and important.
